fortunate to have It. You will 
have, something that 6000 other 
communities in these United 
States would like to have and 
for which they are taxing them­ 
selves 50'cents on the dollar."

Introduced by R. I. Plomert 
Jr., vice president of the cham­ 
ber and tax counselor for the 
General Petroleum Corp., 
Schmtdt was preceded In his 
talk by Reed H. Parkin, presi­ 
dent of the' chamber and secre­ 
tary-treasurer of Doak Aircraft 
Co., who told of Torrance'a plan­ 
ning for a future In aviation In 
a report on 'This Shrinking 
World."
